Control  of  Liquid  Paraffin. — Under  the 
troleum  (No.  2)  Order  (S.  R.  &  O.  1725), 
ich  came  into  force  on  September  i, 
uid  paraffin  may  not  be  treated  or  used 
blended  with  any  petroleum  product 
any  other  substance,  except  for  medicinal 
arposes  or  under  licence.  Applications  for 
fences  should  be  sent  to  the  Petroleum 
'ivision,   Ministry   of   Fuel   and  Power, 
Millbank,  London,  S.W.i. 

Bottle  Salvage. — An  appeal  is  being  made 
3  the  public  by  the  Directorate  of  Salvage 
nd  Recovery  of  the  Ministry  of  Supply  to 
Jturn  all  types  of  glass  bottles  and  jars 
3  chemists  and  other  retailers.  The  appeal 
made  not  because  of  any  shortage  of 
lass  in  the  country,  but  for  the  object  of 
conornising  in  the  fuel  consumed  in  blast 
arnaces  in  producing  new  bottles  and  jars. 

Survey  of  British  Seaweeds. — The  Minis- 
ry  of  Supply  has  nearly  completed  a  survey 
the  types  and  quantities  of  seaweeds  to 
found  around  the  coasts  of  Britain. 


Extracting  plants  have  been  erected  at 
various  points  for  obtaining  chemicals  from 
the  algae.  The  survey  has  been  conducted 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Marine  Biological 
Society  by  botanists  and  undergraduates 
from  Cambridge  University. 

Merchant  Shipping  Medical  Scales. — The 

Ministry  of  War  Transport  announces  that 
the  Merchant  Shipping  Medical  scales  have 
been  reprinted  and  now  incorporate  all 
amendments  and  additions  communicated  to 
owners  and  masters  to  date.  Attention  Is 
drawn  to  the  following  points  :  (a)  The  "  war- 
time "  amendments  notified  by  Notice  No. 
M.  2 1 1  have  been  indicated  separately  and  the 
items  in  the  scales  affected  thereby  have 
been  marked ;  (b)  it  is  indicated  that  coal- 
tar  disinfectants  should  be  used  with 
economy  during  war-time  and  that  dis- 
infectants of  the  chloride  of  lime  or  stabi- 
lised hypochlorite  solution  class  should  be 
used  whenever  possible  for  disinfecting 
sanitary  fittings,  coffer  dams,  or  scuppers ; 
(c)  Appendix  "E"  reproduces  an  amended 
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design  intended  to  afford  guidance  as  to  an 
efficient  medical  cabinet  suitable  for  vessels 
carrying  more  than  fifty  persons  for 
voyages  up  to  twelve  months  in  duration ; 
{d)  copies  of  the  medical  scales  (as  amended) 
may  be  obtained  from  His  Majesty's 
Stationery  Office  or  from  any  bookseller, 
price  gd. 

Damage  During  Transit. — Delivery  of 
goods  by  motor  in  Scotland  remains,  with 
few  exceptions,  good,  but  frequently  goods 
received  by  parcel  post  are  being  badly 
damaged. 

Near-east  Exports  Ban. — Under  the  Ex- 
port of  Goods  (Control)  (No.  35)  Order, 
all  exports  to  Aden,  Anglo-Egyptian  Sudan, 
Cyprus,  Egypt,  Palestine  and  Trans-Jordan 
are  prohibited,  except  under  licence,  from 
September  14. 

Dispensing  Fees  in  Scotland. — "There  is  a 
marked  tendency  to  increase  private  dis- 
pensing fees  in  Scotland,"  writes  a  corre- 
spondent, " — and  not  before  time.  The 
barber  makes  a  minimum  charge  of  is.  for 
a  haircut,  and  surely  no  less  fee  should  be 
charged  for  any  prescription." 

Catholic  Pharmaceutical  Guild. — A  meet- 
ing of  the  Liverpool  Branch  of  the  Guild 
will  be  held  at  the  Cathedral  Buildings, 
Brownlow  Hill,  Liverpool,  at  3  p.m.  on 
Sunday,  September  13,  when  the  Rev. 
Fr.  Van  Prooyen,  S.J.,  will  give  an  address 
on  "Family  Allowances."  Discussion  will 
follow. 

Rubber  Flotsam  in  Eire. — Eire's  scarcity 
of  rubber  has  been  mitigated  in  some 
measure  by  finds  of  bales  of  raw,  unpro- 
cessed rubber  washed  up  on  the  coasts. 
Under  an  agreement  with  the  Eire  Govern- 
ment, a  monopoly  in  purchasing  such 
flotsam  is  held  by  the  Irish  Dunlop  Co., 
Ltd.,  which  makes  simultaneous  payments 
to  the  Government  and  to  the  finder. 

Home  Guards  in  Works. — Reorganisation 
of  the  Home  Guard  is  taking  place  by  which 
units  attached  to  factories  will  come  under 
more  direct  control  of  zone  commanders. 
Officers  who  hold  their  rank  by  virtue  of 
their  positions  in  factories  will  be  replaced, 
and  the  units  will  be  given  training  to 
ensure  that  if  the  factory  is  destroyed  they 
can  still  take  their  part  in  zone  defence 
schemes. 

Control  of  Scabies. — The  Ministry  of 
Health  has  recently  issued  a  revised 
edition  of  a  memorandum  on  the  nature 
and  treatment  of  scabies  (Memo  229  Med., 
H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  id.).  This 
outlines  the  life  history  of  the  itch  mite. 


and  describes  the  symptoms,  complications 
and  spread  of  scabies.  It  states  that  accord- 
ing to  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Scabies, 
the  preparation  of  choice  for  the  treatment 
of  scabies  is  emulsion  of  benzyl  benzoate 
of  the  National  War  Formulary.  Instruc- 
tions on  the  method  of  application  of  the 
latter  are  detailed  in  the  memorandum. 

Medical  Students'  Association. — A  British 

Medical  Students'  Association  has  been 
set  up  to  include  all  the  students  in  the 
London  and  provincial  medical  schools. 
Previously  medical  students  were  repre- 
sented by  a  subcommittee  of  the  National 
Union  of  Students.  The  new  body  has 
expressed  eagerness  to  co-operate  closely 
with  the  British  Medical  Association  in 
matters  of  common  interest  and  hopes  that, 
the  latter  will  recognise  the  value  of  an 
independent  representative  organisation 
which  will  present  the  students'  point  of 
view.  An  appeal  for  a  contribution  to 
cover  initial  expenses,  not  exceeding  ;^ioo 
in  the  first  year,  has  been  met  by  the 
Association. 

Loss  of  Postal  Packets  by  Enemy  Action. 

— The  Postmaster  General  notifies  that 
compensation  cannot  be  paid  for  any  loss 
or  damage  of  postal  packets  which  may  be 
caused  directly  or  indirectly  by  the  act 
of  the  King's  enemies.  The  Post  Office  is 
therefore  unable  to  meet  any  claim  in 
respect  of  the  loss  of  notes  or  of  coin,  even 
if  they  are  sent  by  registered  letter  post, 
and  persons  who  send  remittances  by  post 
and  who  wish  to  cover  the  risk  of  loss 
through  enemy  action  are  advised  to  send 
postal  orders  or  money  orders  and  to 
preserve  the  counterfoils.  Provided  that 
the  counterfoils  or  full  particulars  of  the 
orders  are  forthcoming,  and  that  the  orders 
have  not  been  paid,  the  question  of  issuing 
duplicate  documents  would  be  favourably 
considered.  Persons  with  banking  accounts 
may  attain  the  same  object  by  the  use  of 
cheques  for  remittances.  ^

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Research  in  Packaging 

It  has  long  been  apparent  that  "go  as 
^ou  please"   methods  in  packaging  are 
meconomic  (pp.  225,  230).    The  attitude 
-)i  the  man  in  the  street  is  no  doubt  one  of 
imused  indifference,  summed  up  in  the 
[oke  about  a  designer  of  spots  for  rocking- 
lorses;  but  a  planned  study  of  the  subject 
s  of  great  practical  importance.    The  co- 
:)peration  of  the  Department  of  Scientific 
\  md  Industrial  Research  is  welcome,  and 
Lt  may  be  that  the  activities  of  selected 
i  members  of  its  staff  will  yield  more  tangible 
;  results  than  have  been  possible  in  some  of 
the  subjects  investigated  by  them  in  recent 
years.  The  report  of  the  general  committee 
summarised   on   pp.   230-31    shows  that 
elementary  principles  are  to  take  prece- 
dence  over   the    "piecemeal    study"  of 
specific  problems.  In  so  new  a  field  this  is 
desirable  and  in  fact  essential,  for  it  is  clear 
that  such  matters  as  resistance  to  atmo- 
spheric changes  will  need  to  be  put  on  a 
scientific  basis  if  sound  knowledge  is  to  be 
attained.    When  sufficient  studies  of  this 
kind  have  been  collated,  the  art  of  the 
designer  will  be  one  of  the  features  to  be 
considered.    It  is  a  truism  that  what  is 
serviceable  need  not  be  ugly;  and  there  is 
little  doubt  that  manufacturers  will,  as  in 
the  past,  endeavour  to  present  their  pro- 
ducts in  the  most  attractive  form  that  can 
be  devised.    Designers  of  packages  may 
need  to  make  a  fresh  examination,  in  the 
light  of  new  knowledge,  of  the  materials 
allotted  to  them,  for  the  true  artist  never 
iforgets  his  responsibility  to  the  medium 
in  which  he  works. 

Persuaded  into  Crime 

One  of  the  features  of  "The  Spectator" 
to  which  regular  readers  of  that  paper  al- 
ways turn  is  Mr.  Harold  Nicolson's  "Mar- 
ginal Comment  " ;  and  on  August  21  he 
did  a  public  service  in  exposing  the  methods 
of  Government  inspectors  who  lure  un- 
willing traders  into  making  sales  without 
taking  the  necessary  coupons.  Within  a 
few  minutes  of  reading  your  comments  on 
his  article  (p.  226)  I  noticed  a  Press  report 
of  a  police  court  case  on  similar  lines.  In 
the  course  of  the  hearing  the  stipendiary 
magistrate  remarked:  "It  does  seem  to 
me  that  when  a  trader  indicates  that  he 
does  not  want  to  sell  without  coupons,  the 
less  persuasion  to  obtain  the  goods  from 
him  without  coupons  the  better."  Have 


official  circles  any  conception  of  the  resent- 
ment that  such  methods  arouse  in  honour- 
able citizens  ?  The  functioning  of  depart- 
mental administration  is  normally,  though 
not  invariably,  characterised  by  a  deadness, 
a  sheer  inertia,  that  is  depressing  enough ; 
but  what  is  to  be  said  when,  on  waking, 
officials  wake  to  a  morbid  desire  to  induce 
and  promote  crime,  even  if  prosecution 
is  softened  by  the  adoption  of  such  a  phrase 
as  "technical  offence"?  The  reaction  of 
a  healthy  mind  to  this  kind  of  mental 
boulimia  is  contempt  for  those  who  glory 
in  it.  How  are  such  people  to  be  non- 
plussed by  their  potential  victims  ?  Not 
long  ago  my  Press  reading  led  me  to  a  case 
in  which,  as  reported,  a  trader  said  to  one 
of  these  agents  provocateurs — the  Cockney 
word  "narks"  is  a  good  equivalent — "You 
have  'inspector'  written  all  over  you."  In 
cases  of  doubt  this  phrase  may  be  of  service 
at  the  counter.  No  thought  of  obliging  a 
customer  must  be  allowed  to  outweigh 
the  knowledge  that  spies  are  at  large. 

Dioscorides 

The  article  by  "Adest"  on  the  English 
version  of  the  Herbal  of  Dioscorides  (pp. 
228-29),  a  book*  long  desired  by  students, 
raises  some  interesting  questions.  How  does 
it  happen,  for  instance,  that  Greek  materia 
medica  differs  so  conspicuously  from  that 
of  Egypt  or  Babylon  in  the  comparative 
absence  of  references  to  manifestations  of 
belief  in  magic  ?  Students  of  Plato  have 
professed  to  relate  his  genius  to  three 
antecedent  systems  of  philosophy.  WTiere 
shall  we  look  for  the  "origins"  of  Dios- 
corides, a  synthesist  of  such  power  that 
he  remained  the  chief  authority  on  his 
subject  for  about  1,500  years?  I  venture 
to  suggest  that  some  part  of  his  method 
may  be  traced  to  Indxa.  A  brief  note  on 
Matthiolus,  his  chief  commentator  in  post- 
Renaissance  times,  seems  appropriate, 
especially  as  the  famous  sixth-century 
manuscript  prepared  for  Juliano  Anicia 
was,  according  to  Mrs.  Arber,  brought 
from  Constantinople  to  the  West  largely 
with  a  view  to  his  convenience  in  pre- 
paring his  "Commentarii  in  libros  sex 
Pedacii  Dioscoridis  Anazarbei.  .  .  ."  He 
was  born  at  Siena  in  1501,  and  died  during 
a  visitation  of  the  plague  in  1577.  His 
Commentarii  became  in  due  course  a  "best 
seller"  to  the  extent,  it  is  said,  of  at  least

REGISTRATION  OF  FOREIGN 
PHARMACISTS 


An  Order  in  Council  dated  July  23  (S.  R.  & 
O.,  1942,  No.  1442)  adds  to  the  Emergency 
Powers  (Defence)  General  Regulations  a 
new  regulation  as  follows : — 

32c. — (i)  The  power  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  to 
make  by-laws  under  section  two  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1852,  shall  include  power  to  make 
by-laws  providing  for  the  registration,  after 
satisfying  the  examiners  as  to  his  knowledge 
of  the  law  relating  to  drugs,  medicines  and 
poisons  and  his  skill  in  dispensing  drugs, 
medicines  and  poisons  and  on  fulfilment  of 
the  prescribed  conditions  and  payment  of 
the  prescribed  fee,  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  or  a  chemist  and  druggist  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts,  of  any  person — 

(a)  who  is  by  law  entitled  to  carry  on 
business  as  a  pharmacist  in  a  foreign 
country ;  or 

(b)  who,  though  not  so  entitled,  holds  or 
has  held  a  diploma  as  a  pharmacist 
granted  in  a  foreign  country,  or  has 
passed  the  examinations  necessary  to 
obtain  such  a  diploma ; 

Provided  that,  without  prejudice  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Acts,  1852  to  1941,  relating  to  the  removal 
and  erasure  of  names  from  the  register,  a 
person  registered  by  virtue  of  this  Regula-

.  175).  Mr.  G.  R.  Mason  (Thompson,

Ir.  E.  Clayton,  for  the  Director  of  Public 
'rosecutions,  said  that  Woodlands  Chemists,

ale),  Ltd.,  Hollo  way,  London,  acted  as 
heir  buying  agents.

buying  company  and  were  given  permission 
to  draw  cheques  on  the  companies'  banking 
account.  They  drew  out  large  sums  of 
money.  Part  of  the  proceeds  of  what  they 
had  drawn  had  been  traced  to  their  own 
bank  accounts  and  those  of  their  respective 
wives.  In  the  case  relating  to  a  sum  of 
;^440  it  was  alleged  they  had  made  out  a 
cheque  for  a  payment  to  a  certain  firm  for 
a  much  larger  amount  than  they  actually 
had  to  pay.  The  cheque  was  for  £i,iyo 
and  the  invoice  was  for  £^'85  only.  Of  the 
balance,  £^^0  had  been  traced  to  the  bank 
accounts  of  Johnstone,  Levin,  or  their  wives. 
In  another  case  a  fictitious  invoice  was  put 
forward,  the  name  of  the  firm  given  upon 
it  being  fictitious.  There  was  also  a  third 
case,  which  would  be  the  subject  of  a  charge 
involving  three  or  four  hundred  pounds,  in 
which  they  were  alleged  to  have  made  out 
a  cheque  for  a  larger  amount  than  was 
necessary.  The  accused  were  further 
remanded  on  bail. 


COMMERCIAL  NOTES 

Cuba's  Sponge  Exports. — According  to 
the  United  States  Department  of  Com- 
merce, exports  of  sponges  from  Cuba 
decreased  by  79  per  cent,  during  1941, 
though  the  value  was  only  13  per  cent,  less 
than  the  1940  figure.  The  decline  in  sponge 
exports  is  stated  to  have  resulted  primarily 
from  the  prevalence  of  a  disease  in  the 
sponge  beds.  The  disease  apparently  ran 
its  natural  course  and  disappeared  during 
the  latter  part  of  1941,  and  although  it  is 
expected  that  normal  growing  conditions 
will  be  regained  within  about  six  months, 
past  production  levels  may  not  be  attained 
for  at  least  another  year. 

Nigeria  Import  Restrictions. — The  whole 
of  Nigeria's  requirements  of  certain  medical 
supplies  are  now  ordered  exclusively  by  the 
Nigerian  Government ;  import  licences  are 
not  being  granted.  The  commodities  affected 
include  drugs,  chemicals,  reagents,  sera  and 
vaccines  ;  tablets  ;  surgical  dressings  ;  rub- 
ber and  waterproof  goods ;  surgical  and 
optical  appliances,  splints  and  sundries ; 
surgical  instruments ;  aseptic  furniture ; 
specialised  equipment  for  use  in  the  field 
(e.g.  panniers) ;  ^r-ray  and  photographic 
apparatus  and  material ;  dental  instru- 
ments, appliances  and  material ;  laboratory 
apparatus  and  stains ;  electro-medical  and 
electro-therapeutic  apparatus. 
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A  GLYCERIN  BAROMETER 


IN  view  of  the  present  restricted  supply 
of  glycerin,  it  is  as  well  that  glycerin 
barometers  never  became  popular  as 
articles  of  household  furnishing — figuring, 
for  instance,  in  lists  of  wedding  presents. 
From  time  to  time  barometers  have  been 
constructed  and  made  to  .work  with  liquids

of  lower  specific  gravity  than  mercury,  the 
primary  object  being  to  increase  the  range 
of  movement  of  the  column  and  thus 
render  variations  in  atmospheric  pressure 
more  easily  read.  Among  instruments  in 
which  water  was  the  selected  liquid,  the 
best  known  in  this  country  was  that  made 
for  the  Royal  Society  in  1830  by  Professor 
J.  B.  Daniell.  A  serious  objection  to  its  use 
was  the  effect  of  changes  of  temperature 
on  the  water  vapour  in  the  Torricellian 
vacuum,  masking  to  some  extent  the  effect 
of  changes  of  pressure. 

During  the  eighteen-seventies  Mr.  James 
B.  Jordan,  after  experimenting  with  other 
liquids,  decided  that  glycerin  was  the  most 
suitable  for  his  purpose.  Owing  to  its  high 
boiling  point  it  has  a  low  tension  of  vapour 
at  ordinary  temperatures,  and  its  coefficient 
of  absolute  expansion  is  small.  Its  specific 
gravity  being  about  one-tenth  of  that  of 
mercury,  the  mean  height  of  a  barometric 
column  of  it  at  sea-level  is  27  feet,  and  a 
variation  of  o-i  inch  in  a  mercurial  column 
is  accordingly  represented  in  a  column  of 
glycerin  by  a  variation,  in  round  figures. 


of  an  inch.  The  inventor  of  this  baromete 
covered  the  surface  of  the  glycerin  in  th 
container,  before  starting  the  action,  wi 
a    layer    of    specially    prepared  "heav 
petroleum  oil." 

Construction 

The  instrument  referred  to  consiste 
essentially  of  a  copper  cistern,  tinned  inside 
for  holding  6  pints  of  coloured  glycerin; 
composition  metal  gas-pipe  of  f-incl 
internal  diameter,  27  feet  long,  and  a  glas 
tube,  4  feet  in  length,  terminating  in  ai 
open  cup.  An  indiarubber  stopper  wa 
placed  at  the  junction  of  the  glass  tuD« 
and  cup,  and  a  glass  cover  was  laid  over  th< 
cup.  Further  details  of  its  construction  an 
given  in  the  specification  of  the  instrumeni 
communicated  to  the  Royal  Society  (Pr 
ceedings.  Vol.  30,  pp.  105-08).  With  th 
aid  of  an  air  pump  the  apparatus  \Me.s 
started,  and  the  first  reading  taken  showed 
a  column  height  of  323-571  inches,  corre- 
sponding to  30-3  inches  of  mercury.  The 
glycerin  had  previously  been  heated  to  1 00°  F, 
to  render  it  more  mobile  and  to  enable 
any  contained  air  to  escape  more  readily. 

A  Jordan  barometer  was  erected  in  the 
Science  Museum,  South  Kensington,  in  1877, 
and  remained  in  operation  there  till  1923, 
when  in  consequence  of  certain  galleries 
being  taken  over  by  the  Imperial  War 
Museum  it  was  dismantled.  In  or  just  before 
1880  a  similar  instrument  was  installed  a^ 
Kew  Observatory.  For  some  years  "The 
Times,"  and  possibly  other  newspapers, 
published  daily  readings  by  it  as  well  as 
those  of  a  mercurial  barometer.

afterwards,  is  still  a  subject  of  hot  dispute, 
and  it  seems  probable  that  the  Board  of 
Trade  will  allow  the  final  conclusions  of  its 
committee  to  lie  on  the  table.  Now  the 
wholesale  trade,  or  rather  that  part  of  it 
represented  by  merchants,  importers, 
brokers  and  factors  usually  referred  to  as 
the  Mincing  Lane  trade,  is  becoming  appre- 
hensive as  to  its  immediate  and  future 
welfare  and  interests.  Through  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  (see  p.  259)  they  have 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trade  and  two 
of  the  department's  war-time  off-shoots — 
the  Ministries  of  Supply  and  Food — a  com- 
munication wherein  are  briefly  outlined 
observations  to  the  effect  that  some  trades 
are  being  driven  out  of  business  and  their 
activities  taken  over  by  Government 
departments. 

Inconsistencies  Alleged 

So  far  as  .possible  the  Government, 
through  its  Ministries,  has  appeared  to 
utilise  the  services  of  the  trading  interests 
concerned  for  the  purpose  of  distributing 
merchandise  in  this  country,  and  this  the 
Chamber  confirms  by  stating  that  "in  a 
large  number  of  trades  .  .  .  arrangements 
have  bpen  made  with  the  ministries  con- 
cerned to  utilise,  the  intermediaries'  ser- 
vices." The  Chamber,  however,  regrets  that 
it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  adopt  this 
system  throughout,  and  comments  on  "the 
apparent  absence  of  any  settled  policy  by 
the  Government  as  to  the  future  of  these 
trades  as  indicated  by  the  inconsistency  of 
preserving  some  and  eliminating  others." 
The  handling  of  the  cocoa  trade  is  quoted 
as  an  example.  In  this,  "owing  to  the 
necessity  for  saving  time  in  discharging 
ships  and  in  the  removal  of  goods  from  the 
quays,"  the  Government  has  largely  taken 
over  the  trade  and  dispensed  with  grading, 
as  it  was  performed  by  the  trade  in  normal 
times.  If  the  action  of  the  Government  has 
in  fact  speeded  up  the  clearance  of  cargoes 
both  from  the  ships'  holds  and  from  the 
quays,  a  double  service  to  the  nation  has 
been  achieved  in  effecting  a  greater  measure 
of  safety  for  the  goods  and  allowing  the 
ships  to  tufn  about  and  be  used  for  other 
purposes.  Such  benefits  as  these,  if  they 
are  actual,  should  not  be  overridden  by 
the  anxieties  of  any  particular  section  of 
traders. 
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National  Interest  First 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  for  the  time 
being  ordinary  commerce  in  cocoa,  or  for 
that  matter,  in  any  other  type  of  mer- 
chandise, may  have  to  cease,  but  the 
national  interest  must  come  first.  The 
apparent  inconsistency  of  policy  of  the 
Government*  in  "preserving  some  and 
eliminating  others,"  commented  on  by  the 
Chamber,  is  surely  due  to  the  exigencies 
of  the  war.  Basic  products  which  are 
absolute  essentials  to  the  nation  cannot  be 
treated  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of 
minor  importance  and  of  no  consequence 
to  the  war  effort.  At  the  same  time,  we 
cannot  emphasise  too  strongly  the  impor- 
tance of  maintaining,  so  far  as  is  possible, 
the  strength  and  scope  of  the  City's  "square 
mile"  for  the  post-war  struggle  for  world 
trade.  Where  it  is  practicable  to  do  so 
without  hindrance  to  our  war  effort  (and 
it  is  often  to  its  benefit)  the  services  and 
experience  of  Mincing  Lane  traders  should 
in  all  cases  be  retained  during  the  war  and, 
afterwards,  the  position  and  interests  of 
those  concerned  should  in  no  particular  be 
jeopardised  but  rather  encouraged.  This 
much  traders  have  a  right  to  insist  upon. 

Fuel  for  Non-industrial 
Establishments 

The  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power  announces 
that,  from  August  25  onwards,  for  about 
a  fortnight,  non-industrial  establishments 
in  England,  Scotland  and  Wales  will  receive 
a  special  Fuel  Assessment  Form  from  their 
Local  Fuel  Overseer.  Every  effort  will  be 
made  to  ensure  that  all  such  establishments 
receive  a  form  through  the  post  but  any 
that  have  not  received  a  form  by  Septem- 
ber 7  should  obtain  one  from  the  Local 
Fuel  Office.  The  form  contains  full  notes 
on  how  it  .  should  be  filled  in.  The  form 
should  be  filled  in,  and  signed  by  a 
person  in  a  responsible  position  in  the 
establishment. 

Generally  speaking,  non-industrial  estab- 
lishments may  be  defined  as:  (i)  Premises 
which  are  not  used  wholly  or  mainly  for 
private  residential  purposes.  (2)  Premises 
which  are  not  occupied  by  the  Crown  or 
Government  Departments.  (3)  Premises 
which  are  not  used  wholly  or  mainly  for 


industrial  purposes.  A  list  of  exampli 
includes  offices  and  business  premisei 
whether  private  or  occupied  by  publ 
authorities,  shops,  stores,  warehoijses,  pulj 
lie  markets  and  other  premises  used  pru! 
cipally  for  trade  or  business  and  not  f<i 
industry  or  manufacture.  ! 

Advice  on  how  to  fill  in  the  form  can,  j 
cases  of  doubt  or  difficulty,  be  obtaine 
from  the  Local  Fuel  Office,  the  address  1; 
which  will  be  found  on  the  back  of  tl 
form.  Persons  in  doubt  as  to  whether  theji 
should  fill  in  a  form  will  be  able  to  obta:| 
advice  from  the  Local  Fuel  Office.  Forn^ 
should  be  completed,  signed,  refolded  ar^ 
posted  back  to  the  Local  Fuel  Overseil| 
within  one  week  of  receipt.  The  early  arl 
proper  completion  of  the  form  will  mateB! 
ially  assist  the  Ministry  in  dealing  with  tip 
problem  of  coal  distribution.

Sterilising    Sulphanilamide  Powder.— 

Buckland,  pharmacist  to  the  St.  George-in- 
the-East  Hospital,  London,  E.i,  describes 
how  he  sterilised  sulphanilamide  powder 
by  autoclaving  it  in  its  final  container 
while  avoiding  caking  of  the  powder.  The 
sterilised  product  was  a  soft,  white  powder 
suitable  for  insufflation.  An  autoclave  with 
vacuum  drying  attachment  (dressing  steri- 
liser) was  used.  The  container  was  a  dry 
boiling-tube  .  plugged  with  non-absorbent 
wool.  The  boiling-tube,  by  the  author's 
method,  is  thoroughly  dried,  if  possible  in 
a  hot-air  oven.  The  jacket  pressure  of  the 
steriliser  being  ready  at  20  to  30  lb.,  steam 
at  20  lb.  is  allowed  into  the  empty  closed 
chamber  of  the  autoclave  and  left  for  five 
minutes.  Using  appropriate  valves,  the 
chamber  is  cleared  of  all  steam  and  con- 
densed water.  The  boiling-tubes,  loosely 
plugged  with  non-absorbent  wool  and 
containing  the  powder  (in  5-  or  lo-gm. 
batches),  are  placed  in  it,  on  their  sides, 
with  the  powder  spread  over  their  full 
length,  giving  a  thinner  mass  for  the  steam 
to  penetrate.  The  tubes  are  left  for  fifteen 
minutes  in  the  hot  chamber ;  tubes  and 
contents  being  thus  heated  sufficiently  to 
prevent  condensation  insi^ie  and  on  the 
powder.  Autoclaving  is  carried  out  at 
15  lb.  for  half  an  hour. 
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SOIL  FERTILITY  AND  MANURING 


A  BOOKLET  on  "Manuring  Commercial 
Crops  in  War-time,"  based  largely  on  a 
memorandum  sent  to  the  Ministry  of 
Supply  by  Drs.  W.  F.  Bewley  and  T.  Wal- 
lace and  Mr.  F.  A.  Secrett,  has  recently 
been  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries.  Methods  of  building  up  and 
maintaining  soil  fertility  are  dealt  with  at 
length.  For  intensive  cultivation  the  level 
of  fertility  required  is  higher  than  in 
farming  practice.  The  following  conditions 
are  essential :  Sufficient  depth  of  soil  and 
no  "pan"  (impervious  substrate);  good 
drainage  at  all  seasons;  not  more  than 
slight  acidity  (above  pn  6),  and  generally 
a  small  reserve  of  carbonate  of  lime ;  plenti- 
ful supply  of  organic  matter,  some  of  which 
should  be  in  a  state  of  active  decomposition ; 
and  potash  and  phosphates  in  adequate 
amounts. 

Lime  Content 

Lime,  by  physical  action,  is  a  basic  factor 
in  tilth  formation  and  in  ensuring  satisfac- 
tory water  movement  through  the  soil.  It 
also  exerts  a  preventive  action  against 
certain  plant  diseases  (e.g.  club  root).  Loss 
of  lime  from  soils  under  intensive  vegetable 
production  is  considerable,  and  soil  should 
be  tested  for  acidity  and  lime  content.  An 
initial  basic  dressing  of  from  i  to  2  tons  per 
acre  of  either  ground  limestone  or  hydrated 
lime  is  usually  adequate  where  soils  are 
acid.  This  is  followed  by  similar  dressings 
at  intervals  of  from  three  to  five  years. 
Alternatively,  dressings  of,  say,  5  cwt.  per 
acre  of  hydrated  lime  may  be  given  to 
individual  crops,  or  dressings  of  10  cwt. 
annually.  The  use  of  quicklime  is  not 
recommended. 

Organic  Matter 

Organic  matter  is  necessary  to  ensure 
good  tilth  and  satisfactory  water  conditions, 
to  help  provide  the  conditions  for  rooting, 
and  to  act  as  a  storehouse  for  plant  foods. 
It  may  also  safeguard  against  adverse 
weather  conditions  and  shortage  of  "trace" 
elements  (magnesium,  iron,  boron,  man- 
ganese and  copper).  Where  grassland  is 
broken  up,  utilisation  of  the  turf  may  provide 
organic  matter.  As  a  precaution  against 
wireworms,  a  sequence  of  less  susceptible 
crops,  such  as  early  potatoes,  spring  cab- 
bage, broad  beans,  and  peas,  may  be  grown. 
Where  arable  lanji  is  given  over  to  intensive 
cropping,  some  kind  of  bulky  organic 
material  should  be  applied.    When  well- 


made  stable  manure  is  not  available,  ot 
local  products,  such  as  town  refuse,  sew 
sludge,  spent  mushroom  compost,  seaw 
and  poultry  manure  are  alternatives.  Tc 
refuse  and  sewage  sludge  should  be  exami: 
chemically  first.  Waste  straw,  peat  j 
vegetable  refuse  can  all  be  used  to  adv 
tage  by  composting  methods.  1 

Composting 

Layers  of  materials  to  be  rotted  are  bi 
up  with  either  a  thin  layer  of  dung  or  a  g{ 
dusting  of  nitrogenous  fertiliser  betwi 
each  layer.  They  must  be  kept  mo 
should  not  be  too  compacted,  and  reqii 
turning  once  or  twice  during  the  process 
decomposition.  To  rot  i  ton  of  stn 
f  cwt.  sulphate  of  ammonia  and  i  c 
carbonate  of  lime  are  required  :  some  ph 
phate  may  also  be  needed.  An  Americ 
formula  is  sulphate  of  ammonia  45'pai 
superphosphate  15  parts,  ground  limestc 
40  parts,  150  lb.  of  the  mixture  being  uj 
to  I  ton  of  dry  strav^^.  Poultry  manure  m 
be  used  in  rotting  down  straw  and  simi 
materials  or  stored  by  mixing  it  with  10  to 
per  cent,  of  superphosphate.  It  is  used  in  \ 
proportion  of  6  to  7  cwt.  of  manure  to  1 1 
of  straw.  For  composting  peat,  the  followii 
mixture  can  be  used :  10  tons  peat,  i  t 
farmyard  manure,  5  cwt.  basic  slag,  2  c^k 
30  per  cent,  potash  salts.  Seaweed,  alreap 
largely  used  in  certain  coastal  areas,  isi 
valuable  source  of  potash,  besides  providi 
organic  matter. 

Such  materials  as  shoddy,  feathe 
slaughterhouse  refuse,  etc.,  are  useful,  b 
efforts  should  always  be  made  to  obta 
supplies  of  the  more  bulky  humus-formi 
materials.  If  refuse  is  ploughed  in  inste 
of  composting,  sulphate  of  ammonia — s 
I  cwt.  per' acre — over  the  refuse  prior 
ploughing  speeds  up  rotting. 

Nitrogen,  Phosphate  and  Potash  | 

A  high  content  of  organic  matter  in  1 
soil  ensures  a  fairly  high  level  of  soil  nit 
gen.  Special  steps  are  usually  conside^ 
essential  in  developing  new  land  to  secU 
adequate  phosphate  and  potash,  as  the 
substances  may  be  below  the  level  nece'ssa; 
for  intensive  production.  Under  prese! 
conditions  of  supplies  it  may  be  impossib 
to  obtain  the  desired  amount  of  phospha 
if  not  enough  potash  is  available.  In  tl 
circumstances  it  is  suggested  that  the  initi 
dressing  of  phosphate  should  be  reduced  1

It  may  be  remedied  (i)  with  good-quality 
stable  manure ;  (2)  by  the  application  of 
manganese  salts  (sulphate  or  chloride)  ; 
and  (3)  by  applications  to  the  soil  of  sul- 
phur in  finely-ground  powder,  or  as  "flowers 
of  sulphur"  at  the  rates  of  10  cwt.  to  i  ton 
per  acre.  The  last  method  is  not  possible 
under  war-time  conditions.  Manganese 
salts  are  much  more  effective  as  sprays  and 
dusts  than  as  fertilisers  applied  to  the  soil. 
Experiments  on  globe  beet  have  shown  that 
completely  satisfactory  control  can  be 
obtained  by  watering  the  foliage  of  young 
plants  with  solutions  of  manganese  sulphate 
or  chloride  at  rates  equivalent  to  5  to  20  lb. 
manganese  sulphate  per  acre,  using  sufficient 
water  thoroughly  to  wet  the  foliage.  Magne- 
sium deficiency  may  occur  on  light  sandy 
soils,  especially  in  wet  seasons  when  growth 
is  rapid.  Severe  cases  have  been  observed  in 
cauliflowers,  broccoli  and  Brussels  sprouts. 
Under  war  conditions,  the  best  method  of 
preventing  the  deficiency  is  by  using  ground 
magiiesian  limestone  instead  of  ordinary 
ground  limestone  for  part  of  the  liming  pro- 
gramme. Dressings  of  10  cwt.  to  i  ton  per 
acre  of  high-grade  magnesian  limestone, 
containing  about  40  per  cent,  magnesium 
carbonate,  should  suffice  for  several  years. 

Manurial  Treatment  of  Crops 

The  manuring  of  individual  crops  is  dealt 
with  in  the  booklet  by  means  of  a  table, 
which  is  too  large  to  be  reproduced  here.

Oil-  Dermatitis. — In  a  cautionary  notice 
on  oil  dermatitis  issued  by  H.  M.  Stationery 
Office  (Form  397),  details  are  given  of  the 
measures  to  be  taken  by  industrial  workers 
for  preventing  the  various  skin  conditions 
which  may  arise  following  contact  with  oil. 
Among  the  special  preparations  recom- 
mended for  rinsing  the  hands  and  arms  after 
work  are  the  following:  (i)  Chlorinated 
lime  (powdered)  175  gr.,  sodium  bicar- 
bonate 350  gr.,  boric  acid  35  gr.,  water 
30  oz. ;  (2)  Dakin's  solution.  The  solutions 
are  to  be  mixed  with  ten  times  the  quantity 
of  water  for  use. 
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Pressor  Action  of  Pholedrine. — An  analy- 
sis has  been  made  by  Dodd  ("  Lancet," 
1942,  II,  498),  of  the  blood-pressure 
charts  of  eighty-nine  patients  who  received 
the  pressor  drug  pholedrine  during  major 
surgical  operations.  The  anaesthetics  given 
included  all  those  now  in  common  use, 
whether  general,  spinal  or  local.  The 
effective  doses  of  pholedrine  were  found  to 
be  0-2-O-25  c.cm.  intravenously  ;  i  c.cm. 
intramuscularly  ;  or  o-2-o-25  c.cm.  intra- 
venously plus  0-75-0-8  c.cm.  intramuscu- 
larly. Given  in  these  amounts  as  a  single 
dose,  pholedrine  raised  a  low  blood-pressure 
to  within  25  per  cent,  of  the  normal  in  89 
per  cent,  of  patients.  In  repeated  doses  (up 
to  five)  pholedrine  still  raised  the  pressure 
to  normal  or  over  in  82  per  cent  of  cases. 
In  126  injections  no  fall  in  pressure  was 
observed. 

Thiourea  in  Wound  Treatment. — ^The 
value  of  local  applications  of  urea  in  the 
treatment  of  septic  wounds  was  demon- 
strated as  long  ago  as  191 5.  The  possible 
use  of  thiourea  is  discussed  by  Fearon  in 
the  "British  Medical  Journal  (July  25, 
p.  95).  Observation  of  cases  of  varicose 
ulcers  showed  that  thiourea  had  a  definite 
stimulative  effect  on  the  proliferating 
granulation  tissue.  When  conditions  were 
favourable  the  optimal  response  was 
reached  within  twelve  days,  though  large 
ulcers  of  0-5  cm.  depth  filled  with  healthy 
granulation  tissue  up  to  their  epithelial 
margins  within  a  week.  The  mechanism 
of  the  action  of  thiourea  and  the  other 
thiol  compounds  effective  in  promoting 
wound  repair  was  held  to  await  elucidation. 
The  only  physiological  property  so  far 
ascribable  to  thiourea  is  that  of  inhibiting 
the  catalytic  oxidation  of  ascorbic  acid  in 
aqueous  solution.  The  therapeutic  action 
of  thiourea  may  reside  in  its  protective 
effect  on  the  vitamin  mobilised  locally  for 
tissue  repair. 

Phenol- Camphor  Applications. — Publicity 
having  been  given  in  the  United  States  to  an 
application  consisting  of  phenol  three  parts 
and  camphor  one  part  as  an  alleged  remedy 
for  "athlete's  foot,"  the  Division  of 
Pharmacology  of  the  U.S.A.  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  instituted  tests  on  rabbits 
with  three  applications  containing  these 
ingredients  ("Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,"  119,  4,  366;  119,  9, 
713).  The  applications  were:  (i)  Phenol  3, 
camphor  6,  liquid  paraffin  i ;    (2)  phenol

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Government  Control :  Position  of 
Intermediaries 

Sir, — The  London  Chamber  of  Commerce 
ncorporated)  has  sent  the  following  letter 
the  Minister. of  Supply  and  the  Minister 
Food,  and  the  President  of  the  Board 
Trade  :— 

'Those  of  our  members  who  are  mer- 
,'nts,  brokers,  dealers,  factors,  etc.,  who 
,ve  seen  their  businesses  either  eliminated 
greatly  curtailed,  have  hitherto  accepted 
e  hardships  which  have  come  upon  them 
1  the  belief  that  the  measures  taken  by  the 
overnment  have    been    dictated  solely 
y  the  exigencies  of  war,  and  that  their 
usinesses  would  be  restored  to  them  when 
ostilities    cease.     The    various  schemes 
hich  have  been  evolved  for  utilising  their 
r vices  under  Government  direction,  so 
nabling  them  to  maintain  their  organisa- 
ions  in  skeleton  form,  have  encouraged 
em  in  this  belief,  as  well  as  many  state- 
ents  by  Government  spokesmen  to  the 
ffect  that,  so  far  as  possible,  the  Govern- 
ent  would  utilise  existing  channels  of 
rade,  and  would  divert  trade  from  those 
hannels   only   to   the   extent   that  the 
fliciency  of  the  war  effort  demanded. 

services  of  Intermediaries 

"That  confidence  has,  however,  been 
haken  by  recent  events,  and  representa- 
ions  have  been  made  to  the  Chamber  both 
y  individual  members  and  by  associations, 
which  show  that  apprehension  as  to  the 
future  of  intermediaries  is  growing.  The 
"hamber  accordingly  appointed  an  ad  hoc 
Committee  which  has  now  reported  to  the 
Council.  It  is  recognised  that  the  services 
rendered  by  intermediaries  vary  from  trade 
to  trade.  The  Chamber  is,  however,  satisfied 
that,  by  reason  of  their  experience  and 
knowledge,  they  have  rendered  an  essential 
service  to  the  community  in  the  financing, 
grading,  storage  and  distribution  of  the 
various  commodities  handled  by  them; 
that  these  services  will  have  to  be  per- 
formed by  someone  in  the  future  as  they 
have  been  in  the  past ;  and  that,  speaking 
generally,  these  services  can  be  performed 
by  intermediaries  more  cheaply  and  effi- 
ciently than  by  any  other  agency.  It  is 
recognised  that  in  war-time  it  may  be 
necessary  to  dispense  with  many  of  the 
services  rendered   by  these  traders,  but 


that  they  are  essential  in  peace-time  and. 
will  be  required  after  the  war  there  can  be 
no  doubt.  If,  however,  these  traders  are 
completely  eliminated  from  business  and 
their  existence,  even  in  a  skeleton  form, 
ceases,  then  it  rnay  be  extremely  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  to  reassemble  them. 

Some  Trades  Safeguarded 

"In  the  cocoa  trade,  for  example,  the 
recent  decision  to  dispense  with  grading, 
and  to  treat  and  distribute  cocoa  arrivals 
irrespective  of  mark  or  weight  of  individual 
bags,  is  stated  to  have  been  made  owing  to 
the  necessity  for  saving  time  in  discharging 
ships  and  in  the  removal  of  goods  from  the 
quays.  This  has  resulted  in  the  services 
of  the  trade,  hitherto  utilised  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  being  redundant,  and  all 
remuneration  has  ceased.  In  a  large  number 
of  trades,  on  the  other  hand,  the  future 
position  is  to  some  degree  safeguarded, 
since  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Ministry  concerned  to  utilise  the  in- 
termediary's services.  These  have  enabled 
the  section  of  the  trade  so  employed  to 
make  an  allowance  to  the  section  whose 
services  under  war-time  conditions  are  not 
needed,  so  that  it  may  be  kept  in  readiness 
for  the  post-war  period.  The  Chamber 
regrets  that  it  has  not  been  found  possible 
to  adopt  this  system  throughout,  and  so 
find  employment  for  the  great  wealth  of 
expert  knowledge  and  experience  which 
exists  not  only  in  the  cocoa  trade  but  in 
others  similarly  concerned.  It  appears  to 
the  Chamber  to  be  inequitable  that  the 
same  type  of  trader  should  be  reasonably 
employed  and  remunerated  by  the  State  in 
relation  to  one  commodity  and  threatened 
with  virtual  extinction  when  trading  in 
another.  If,  however,  on  account  of  war 
conditions,  it  is  impossible  to  employ  all 
that  knowledge  and  experience,  the  Cham- 
ber urges  that,  in  the  national  interest, 
some  other  means  should  be  found  to  ensure 
that  they  are  available  to  the  country  at 
the  end  of  the  war,  and  not  dissipated 
meanwhile. 

Licensing  Essential 

"The  apparent  absence  of  any  settled 
policy  by  the  Government  as  to  the  future 
of  these  trades,  as  indicated  by  the  incon- 
sistency in  preserving  some  and  eliminating 
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others  ;  the  growing  number  of  those  which 
are  being  suppressed ;  and  the  growth  in 
the  Colonies  and  elsewhere  of  monopoly 
and  State  trading,  have  all  tended  to  create 
an  atmosphere  of  uncertainty  as  to  the 
prospects  of  intermediaries  after  the  war. 
It  may  be  that  as  a  condition  of  any  scheme 
for  safeguarding  the  existence  of  traders 
whose  livelihood  is  threatened,  some  form 
of  licensing  for  the  future  may  be  regarded 
as  essential,  in  which  event  the  Chamber 
feels  that  the  Trade  Associations  concerned 
would  readily  respond  to  any  j)roposals 
which  Government  is  prepared  to  make. 
The  Chamber,  therefore,  asks  that  the 
questions  of  principle  affecting  the  future 
trade  of  the  country  which  are  involved  in 
these  representations  may  receive  urgent 
attention  by  the  Government."

Sir, — The  committee  of  the  Hull  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  pleased 
to  note  the  endorsement  by  "Xrayser"  of 
the  suggestion  that  regional  committees  for 
discussion  should  be  established  (C.  &-  D., 
August  15,  p.  161).  With  regard  to  his 
criticism  of  the  second  resolution,  dealing 
with  the  position  of  the  pharmacist  in  H.M. 
Forces,  may  we  point  out  that  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  the  pharmaceutical 
service  in  the  Forces  could  be  improved  by 
enlisting  to  a  greater  extent  the  services  of 
those  pharmacists  already  serving.  Whilst 
we  appreciate  what  has  been  done  by  the 
Council  in  the  past,  and  the  difficulties 
confronting  it,  we  were  dismayed  that,  at  a 
recent  meeting  in  Scotland,  the  ex-president 
should  have  dismissed  the  matter  with  the 
assertion  that  "The  Government  wants 
men,  not  pharmacists."  Since  the  efficiency 
of  all  sections  of  the  Armed  Forces  is  of  vital 
public  interest,  we  cannot  agree  that  we  are 
guilty  of  "harking  back  to  a  well-worn 
topic."  Until  the  last  shot  has  been  fired, 
we  consider  the  matter  to  be  not  only 
important  but  also  topical.

N.  W.  E. — According  to  one  report  from 
America  the  routine  spraying  of  noses  and 
throats  of  students  with  sulphanilamide 
solution  resulted  in  the  students  having 
the  best  health  record  during  the  period 
of  investigation.  It  is  believed  that  the 
effect  of  the  spray  was  to  limit  the  spread  of 
colds  through  prevention  of  secondary 
complications  such  as  sinusitis,  bronchitis, 
pneumonia.
